is always the same; no natural processes 
seem ever to take place upon it. Bat on 
Mars the case is very different.

Mars contains aqueous vapor, and from 
that fact alone we caninfer with certainty 
that the appearances of clouds and f 
and snow which present themselves to t 
eye of the observer are not illusions, but 
sure indications of the existence of water 
like the water of our earth. oceans 
are clearly seen, andare distinguished 
from the continents by their greenish hue, 
the land of the planet being red in color. 
From the motion of the clouds it is evi- 
dent that there are winds, and froni the 
magnitude ofthe clouds, arain fall at 
least as great as that on our earth, from 
which, of course, we may safely conclude 
that rivers exist to carry the fallen rain 
water to the oceans. 
Mr. Proctor says: “Who can doubt 
what the lesson is that all 
THESE THINGS ARE MEANT TO TEACH US? 


So far, let it be remembered, we have been 
guided onward by no speculative fancies, 
but simply by sober reasoning. But can 
we pause just here? Shall we recognize 
in Mars that makes our own world so 
well fitted to our wants—land and water, 
mountain and valley, cloudand sunshine, 
rain and ice and snow, rivers and lakes, 
ocean currents and wind currents, without 
believing farther in the existence of those 
forms of life without which all these things 
would be wasted ?’” 

The planet Jupiter is the giant of the 
solar system, being more than 1,200 times 
as large as our world. The grandeur of 
his orb naturally suggests, at first sight 
theidea of beings far exceeding, both in 
might or bulk, those which live upon the 
earth.

FAMILIARITY WITH POLITICS, 


‘American girls especially differ from 
English girls in their superior acquain- 
tance with politics and political life. 
Nothing surprised me more inthis country 
than the good general knowledge of, and 
general interest in, the politics of at least 
her own country which the young Ameri- 
can woman possesses. There is in Eng- 
land, and more especially in London, a 
considerable number of women who take 
a lively interest in politics, and understand 
every political question as well as men 
can do. But these are almost invariably 
women who are brought into something 
like direct connection with political life, 
the wives and daughters of peerg, mem- 
bers of parliament, joprnalists, and others 
to whom Westminister — where par- 
liament meets, is the Alcyone or central 
sun ofthe social system. The average 
English woman, who does not belong to 
any of the groups I have indicated, sel- 
dom knows or cares anything about the 
politics of her, our, or any other country. 

t would be quite possible to dine every 
day at some table where there might be 

a dozen English women of good social 
position, and supposed to be educated, not 
one of whom had the faintest idea of what 
the English system of government is, or 
had ever-thought about the matter at all. 


SOCIAL INDEPENDENCE AND ETIQUETTE. 


Of course, the independence of the 
American women—especially the unmar- 


ried women—always astonishes the Euro- 
pean. An American girl may do, I =P 
pose, anything which is not absolutely 
wrong to do. All the conventionalities 
founded on notions of moral propriety 


which hedgein an English girl have ap- 
parently no existence for young women in 
the United States. I cansay with perfect 
sincerity that I have not seen or heard of 
one single instance of harm, or even of 
misunderstanding or misconstruction, aris- 
ing out ofthis fearless, generous liberty. 
If I may express any opinion tending the 
other way on 80 cats a subject, I 
would say that the class of erican 
women who are most in the habit of visit- 
ing Europe, and “goin,” to use a vulgar 
expression, for European ways, seem to 
draw down far more of disparaging criti- 
cism upon them than the frankest and 
least timid of their morethroughly Ameri- 
can sisters. But in any case, I cannot 
help saying that the freedom of which I 
speak does not extend to all departments 
of mere conventionality. The Englis 
girl is compelled to refrain from doing 
many things admitted to be perfectly in- 
nocent in themselves, on the greene that 
the freedom to do them might possibly 
suggest to evil-disposed persons that there 
existed an inclination, or at least a liabili- 
ty, to impropriety ; the rule by which the 
American girl is guided seems, in most 
matters, to be literally that of Honi soit 
qui maly pense. But, strangely enough, 
the American girl in cities appears to me 
to be even more under the sway of the 
conventionalities of mere social etiquette 
than English girls are. I think American 
womanhood pays more attention and at- 
taches moreimportance to the little form- 
alities of calls and visits, of cards and 
letters, offashion and dress, than English 
womanhood does. The fear of an English 
girl always seems to be lest she may be 
supposed to be doing anything that is not 
proper; that of an American girl, lest she 
should be doing anything that is not quite 
genteel, 
CALL A SPADE A SPADE, 

One other not important attribute of 
greater freedom I think English women 
possess, as compared with Americans— 
the freedom which calls a spade a spade. 
Having already borne so willing a tribute 
to the incomparable superiority of Ameri- 
can women as talkers, I may be allowed 
tosay that I think English ladies, for the 
little they can talk, use a simpler and 
purer Saxon English than flows from the 
lips of American ladies. Englishmen, and 
after them English women, have grown 
very much into the use of a clear, plain, 
nervous style of phraseology, free from all 
affectation and all magniloquence, which 
does not appear to me to be much cultivat- 
ed in this country. In England, now it 
is assuredly a mark and proof of culture 
to adopt this simplicity of style; in this 
country I think people, S aggre women, 
try hard to cultivate a fine, euphuistic 
jargon. Here, for example, it appears to 
be thought arude and coarse sort of thin 
to speak ofa woman of education an 
3 as a woman; you must speak of 

er always as a lady,“ rs. Brown is a 
charming lady; Miss Black is a beautifal 
lady, and so on. In England this sort of 
phraseology is usually abandoned to the 
lady’s-maid and footman. Educated and 
well-bred English people will always say: 
Mrs. Black isa charming woman; Miss 
Black is a beautiful woman.

“NEWSPAPER WOMEN.” 


All American women, in cities at least, 
and nearly all that I have met in country 
places, can talk well; that I lay down as 
an irrefutable proposition. nd then 
what a vast number of American women 
can write well! Ranging in memory ever 
a tolerably large circle of acquaintances, 
it is amazing to me to remember how 
many of the women I have met are skillful 
and accomplished writers. I am not 
speaking now of the women of literary 
distinction, the women whose names are

thoresses. Ofthis class we have probably 
a larger number at home. I speak of wo- 
men who do not pretend to be professional 
writers, but who can, when occasion re- 
quires, sit downand write off quite a bril-

Woman is much more a recognized 
power, she amounts to far more, in this 
country than aprosa the Atlantic. She is 
recognized as having a legitimate right 
to hold her own opinion in e ing. 
She is not supe when married, to 
merge her existence into her husband's, 
as an English woman is at least suppos- 
ed to do. Sbe shines with her own Edt. 
not with that reflected from husband; 
she is a sun, pe when a satellite. Even in 
old-fashioned and almost puritanical house- 
holds, where assuredly modern doctrines 
of woman’srights and freedom of marriage 
relations have not penetrated, the woman 
seems to me to have her equality much 
more clearly recognized than in | England. 
| 1 do not mean 1 say that English women 

are less potent in their households or have 
less influence over their husbands; but 
that the r and influence are not open- 
ly acco to them, and as 
legitimate. Indeed, I am inclined to think 
that the English woman has commonly a 

eater pf mere family 8 
than the American woman. doubt 
whether there is not much more of petti- 
coat government in England than here. 
Most Englishmen, indeed, are ¢ontrolled 
by their wives, and I question whether 
most Americans are. In England, the 
husband has a 
that of the sovereign; de is allowed to 
reign on condition that he shall not at- 
tempt togovern. In America, so far as I 
have been able to observe, the republican 
principle prevails even in the family cir- 
cle; woman is equal to man at home, and 
free to exercise what influence she canand 
thinks right abroad. Paris has been call- 
ed the paradise of women; but he, who- 
ever he was, that first used the phrase, had 
assuredly never been in New York or Bos- 
ton. For in these cities woman, even un- 
married woman, is recogn as having a 
right to all the liberty, and all the inde- 
pendence, and all the influence which in 
no European country can be acqui ox - 
| cept by defiance of the social code and at 
the possible risk of social outlawry. 

THE WOMAN SLANDERERS, 

Let me say that I think both races of 
women are at — rather hardly used 
by novelists and satirists, Sunday preach- 
ers and week-day preachers of every kind. 
When I left England the publit opinion of 
the country wag literally saturated with 
the views of British womanhood which 
were sent out by the author ofthe “Girl of 
the Period.’ essgysi n the Saturday Review, 
and that author's numberless imitators. 
stranger then visiting England forthe first 
time might have himself a

lina a fair | t of the average 
English matron, The first time I attend- 
ed a place of public worshipin New York, 
I heard a sermon preached by one of the 
most eminent of American divines which 
painted so fearful a picture of the wicked- 
ness of woman in this city, that I might 
well have fancied I saw a Faustina gazin 
from every bonnet around me, But I 
never believed| that sort of — about 
English women, and was not likely to do 
so about American women. I believe the 
author of The Girl of the Period, and of 
the few other articles really written by 
the same pen, was quitesincere; I am 
sure the New York preacher was quite 
sincere. But both drew absurdly broad 
conclusions frgm very narrow premises, 
and were extravagant y wrong. Virtue 
has her panics, and panicis always in- 
discriminating and pitiless; but I think 
virtue is perhaps beginning to recover her- 
selfa little of late, and we Ee less of 
wickedness of fashionable women on this 
or that side of the Atlantic. For myself, 
I feel convinced that the vast majority 
even of the fashionable women of Ameri- 
ea and England are pure girls and faithful 
wives; and I am little distressed or alarm- 
ed by denunciations of female degeneracy, 
founded upon arguments and illustrations 
precisely the same as these which Dante 
7 7 * to show how the fair Florentines 
of his day had fallen away from the mod- 
esty and virtue of their grandmothers. 


THE GREAT DIFFERENCE AND TRUE EMANCI- 
PATION, 


But there is this one great difference 
between American and English society, if 
I can interpret rightly the evidences 1 
see before me—that in the United States 
the experimet is being tried, for the — 
time, of allowing woman to walk throug 
life without the supervision of a duenna 
or black Mesrour; of trusting woman's 
virtue to woman's Own care and her own 
moral ibility. This is the eman- 
cipation of woman. which I see going on 
here, the emancipation which is illustrat- 
ed to my mind every time I hear a frank 
and fearless American girl speak to a 
man as if he were a friend, an equal, and, 
indeed, in the good old sense, a brother. 
In this emancipation I fully believe, and 
I wish it a complete success and universal 
recognition;

The 
duellists were to fightin the air. Two bal- 
loons were constructed, precisely alike. 
Onthe day denoted, De Grandpre and his 
second entered the car of one balloon, Le 
Pique and his second that of the other; it 
was in the garden of the Tuilleries, amid 
an immense concourse ofspectators. The 
gentlemen were to fire, not at each other, 
but at each other's balloons, in order to 
bring them down by the escape of gas; and 
as pistols might hardly have served for 
this purpose, each wronaut tood a blun- 
derbuss in his car. Ata given signal 
the ropes that retained the cars were cut, 
and the balloons ascended. The wind 
was moderate, and kept the balloons at 
about their original distance of eighty 
yards apart. hen about half a mile 
above the surface of the earth, a precon- 
certed signal for firing was given. M. le 
Pique fired but missed. M. de Grandpre 
fred and sent a ball through Le Pique's 
baloon. The balloon colla the 
car descended. with frightful rapidi- 
ty, and LePique and his second 
were dashed to pieces. De Grand- 
pre continued his ascent triumphantly, 
and terminated his aerial voyage success- 
fully ata distance of seven leagues from 

aris.

But women at such times 
think themselves of some netting, embroid- 
ery or crocheting, which seems to claim 
her time, for even her diversions are 
merely variations of the same employment, 
She is no longer given to tearing up cloth 
into fragments that she may have the 
pleasure of sewing it her again into 
quilts; but she indulges in numberless lit- 
tle arts of needlework, which can be traced 
to no known inventor, and which, there- 
fore, have been called ingenious devices of 
the Father of Evil for — women of 
intelligence.

No wonder that such empty, 
shallow faces, drift past us on crowded 
thoroughfares, set off with all allurements 
of dress and ornament, butso weak, so 
blank, so devoid of all intensity of thought, 
purpose or emotion, that one almost 
questions whether there can be, dwelling 
behind them, an immortal soul. 

The evils caused by thisextravagance in 
dress are too manifold to be readily 
enumerated. The infrequency of mar- 
riages—since the very means taken to se- 
cure a lover must prevent him from be- 
coming a husband; the temptations to 
dishonesty in our business men, who feel 
compelled at any price to furnish means 
for this display; the entire absorption in 
money-making, which is ruining the heal 
of our countrymen, withdrawing them more 
and more from their families and lessen- 
ing their influence over their children; 
the going down to dusty death of so many 
of our sisters to whom the love of fine at- 
tire proves the path that leads to perdi- 
tion; all these evils, so threatening in our 
present society, may be traced in no indi- 
rect way to the baneful influence of the 
reigning extravagance in dress. 

This exaggeration of the value of clothes 
lessens, in a great 6 the value 
of woman herself. It degrades the scope 
and purpose of her life; it leads oe 
to ignorance, ill-health, extravagance an 
social crime. Whether, therefore, it 
springs originally from her strong, native 
love of beauty, perverted and indulged be- 
yond due limits, or from the low estima- 
tion in which she has been held, as a 
plaything and an ornament, bound only 
to please the selfish wishes of man, it 
should be the duty of every true woman 
to control and repress it. The mother 
guards her son from the peculiar tempta- 
tions that will beset him in life by explain- 
ing to him their evil tendencies, and by 
fortifying him with principles that shall 
serge him in time of need as arock and a 
defence; lether teach ner daughter that 
this enticement toward excessive and 
elaborate dress, which will assail her on 
every side, and which her own nature will 
so readily follow, is the temptation of her 
sex, and one that must be wisely and 
firmly resisted; aud let ber likewise in- 
struct her in those enduring principles of 
taste and beauty which should render the 
simplest attire beautiful and becoming. 
Then, in the happy future, of which we 
will never despair, when maternal Wis- 
dom and forethought shall have cultivated 
her taste and guarded her with the right 
moral sense, when a more thorough educa- 
tion shall have filled her mind with earn- 
est thought and led her to concern herself 
with all the broad duties of life, when a 
just compensation for ber labor sholl have 
mede her time valuable for other and 
bigber work than frivolous pursuits, let 
us hope that woman will no longer throw 
this blind worship and deificatiog of 
clothes as a stumbling block in the pro- 
gress of the world.
